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Kynance Cove is a cliff-bound bay on the south Cornish 
coast between Rhyl Head and Tor Balk. A notable 
feature of the bay—one of the most picturesque in Corn¬ 
wall—are the small rocky islets which even at high tide 
show their heads above the water. The cliffs at this point 
abound with numerous caves. 
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
